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SAFETY IN MINES RESEARCH BOARD. 

The Secretary for Mines announces the following 
changes in the constitution of the Safety in Mines Re- 
search Board:—Sir Thomas Mottram, C.B.E., Sir 
Richard Redmayne, K.C.B., and the Rt. Hon. Thomas 
Richards retired at the end of the year on the com- 
pletion of their period of office. 

The ordinary rule is that retiring members are not 
eligible for re-appointment for twelve months after retire- 
ment; but in Sir Thomas Mottram’s case there are excep- 
tional circumstances which have justified a departure from 
the rule. As Chairman of the Board’s Committee on the 
Support of Workings he is actively engaged in an exten- 
sive and difficult investigation into the methods of reducing 
accidents from falls of ground, and Commodore King 
regards it as essential that this work should not be inter- 
rupted by his immediate retirement. In these circum- 
stances he has re-appointed Sir Thomas Mottram for a 
period of two years. 

The names of members to be appointed to elisa 
Sir Richard Redmayne and Mr. Thomas Richards will 


be announced shortly.

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GALLANTRY AT SEA. 





OFFICIAL RECOGNITION, 


The Board of Trade have awarded a piece of plate 
to Mr. M. A. Smith, Skipper of the steam trawler 
** Cresswell,’’ of Milford, in recognition of his services 
to the shipwrecked crew of the trawler ‘‘ Cawdor,’’ of 
Milford, whom he rescued in the Atlantic on 31st 
October, 1928. 


The ‘‘ Cawdor’’ was on the Atlantic fishing grounds 
when she was caught in bad weather on 30th October. 
On the following day the conditions became worse, and it 
was found that she had sprung a leak. The crew endea- 
voured, but without success, to keep the water down, and 
an S.0.S. was sent out. 

This was received by the ‘‘ Cresswell,’’ which was some 
40 miles from the position given. She immediately pro- 
ceeded at full speed, in a very heavy sea, to the assistance 
of the ‘‘ Cawdor,’’ reaching her between 3.30 p.m. and 
4.0 p.m. 

About an hour later it was decided, for the safety of 
the crew, to abandon the ‘‘ Cawdor,’’ as the fires had been 
extinguished by the water which had entered the engine 
room and stokehold, and the crew proceeded in their own 
boat to the ‘‘ Cresswell.’’

SIERRA LEONE COTTON PIECE-GOODS 


IMPORTS. 


The Imperial Correspondent at Freetown reports 
that, during October last, imports of cotton piece-goods 
into Sierra Leone were as follows :—Bleached, 151,744 
square yards, valued at £5,242, of which the United 
Kingdom supplied 139,808 square yards, valued at 
£4,820; coloured, 190,856 square yards, valued at 
£8,071 (U.K., 169,391 square yards, £6,603); dyed, 
95,351 square yards, valued at £3,822 (U.K., 84,807 
square yards, £3,033); grey, 1,849 square yards, valued 
at £45 (U.K., 1,312 square yards, £30); and printed, 
134,629 square yards, valued at £4,889 (U.K., 111,878 
square vards, £4,077). 





MOTOR VEHICLES IN AUSTRALIA. 

According to a statement received from the Office of 
H.M. Senior Trade Commissioner in Australia, the 
number of new motor cars registered in South Aus- 
tralia during September last was 103, in Victoria 1,527, 
in New South Wales 2,296, and in Queensland 1,004. 
The number of new commercial vehicles registered in 
Victoria in the same month was 348, in New South 
Wales 548, and in Queensland 417. The registrations 
of both new and second-hand motor vehicles in Tas- 
mania during the first nine months of 1928 was 1,323. 





MOTOR VEHICLES IN BANGKOK. 


The Acting British Consul-General at Bangkok re- 
ports that 43 new motor cars and nine trucks and 
omnibuses were registered in Bangkok during the 
month of October, 1928.

WHOLESALE PRICES IN 1928. 





BOARD OF TRADE INDEX NUMBER. 


As measured at the Board of Trade, wholesale prices 
were, on the average, lower in 1928 than in 1927 by 
nearly one per cent., the index numbers for the two 
years being 84:4 and 85-2 respectively (1924=100). 
Although the wholesale prices for food were higher on 
the average by 0-2 per cent. in 1928 than in 1927, the 
index for December, 1928, shows a fall of 1-9 per cent. 
compared with the figure for December, 1927, the 
averages for the second half of 1928 being considerably 
lower than the averages for April, May and June. The 
combined indices for food for each of the months July 
to December, 1928, were lower than the indices for the 
corresponding months of 1927. Industrial materials 
averaged 1-6 per cent. cheaper in 1928 than in 1927, 
and, compared with the base year 1924, the combined 
indices for each of the Jast four months show falls of 
20 per cent., while the corresponding figures for the 
earlier months show falls of 18 per cent. or 19 per cent. 
Comparing prices of industrial materials in December, 
1928, with prices in December, 1927, an average fall of 
1-4 per cent. is shown, as appears from the following 
comparison of average prices in December, 1928, with 
those of a month and a year earlier :—

From August to the end of 1928 the price indices 
were appreciably lower, for both food and industrial 
materials, than in the first seven months. The index 
for all commodities varied between 84-3 (February) and 
86-4 (May) from January to July, and between 83:8 
(August) and 82-8 (September) during the remaining 
part of the year. ‘The largest movement is shown in 
cereals, the index for that group rising from 95-0 in 
January to 99-2 in May and falling to 87-6 in Decem- 
ber. The meat and fish index fell from 93-4 in January 
to 86:7 in March, rose to 95:2 in June, fell to 90:1 in 
October and rose again to 94-6 in December, while the 
index for miscellaneous foods rose from 88-7 in Janu- 
ary to 98-5 in April and fell to 85-9 in December. The 
index for iron and steel was highest in March at 79-1 
and lowest in August at 78:2, from which it advanced 
to 78-6 for each of the last two months of the year, 
while that for other metals and minerals, including 
coal, fell from 79-1 in January to 76-7 in July and 
August, and rose to 79-6 in December. Cotton prices 
were highest in May, June and July and lowest in 
September, the fall from May being from 76-0 to 69-4. 
The monthly figures for Other Textile Materials varied 
between 86-8 (April) and 80-9 (October), and those for 
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miscellaneous industrial materials between 93-2 


(January) and 87-6 (December).

The outstanding changes shown by the comparison 
of the averages for 1927 with those for 1928 are the fall 
in prices of metals and minerals, the rise in textiles, 
the fall in cereals and the rise in meat prices. The 
two last were less than half as great as the two first, 
and the balance of the movement shown by the general 
index number is, in the main, determined by the excess 
of the fall in metal and mineral prices over the rise in 
prices of textiles Both these movements occurred 
within the v 1927, the changes of the year 1928 
itself being merkedly different from those shown by 
the comparison of the averages for the two years. 


Wheat and flour prices were lower generally in 1928 
than in 1927, and quotations in ‘August and later 
months of 1928 were notably lower than in the earlier 
months of thaf year. The weekly ‘‘ Gazette Average ”’ 
for British wheat varied between 9s. 4d. and 10s, 1d. 
per cwt. during the first three months of 1928, and, 
after rising to 11s. 8d. per ewt. in May, fell to under 
10s. per cwt. in August and to 9s. 1d. per cwt. in 
September, finishing the year at 9s. 5d. per cwt. The 
‘ official ’’ price for straight-run flour in London rose 
from 41s. 6d. to 45s. 6d. per sack of 280 lbs. from the 
beginning of the year to the end of April; with a 
gradual fall to 35s. per sack in August, the price during 
the rest of 1928 fluctuated between that amount and 
37s. 6d., and at the end of December was 35s. 6d. per 
sack. In the case of British barley the weekly 
‘* Gazette Average ’’ fell from lls. 4d. per cwt. in 
January to 10s. 2d. per ewt. in July, rose to 14s. 1d. 
per cwt. in August, and at the end of the year was 
reported at 9s. lld. per ewt. Prices for oats, oatmeal 
and maize rose during the first half of 1928 and fell 
during the second half, while those for rice fell from 
January to September and recovered in later months. 
Beef and mutton were dearer in 1928 than in 1927, the 
highest prices of the year having been reached in May, 
June and July. First-quality Scotch beef was at 13d. 
or 134d. per lb. in June and part of July, compared 
with 10d. or less per lb. in February and with 103d. or 
lid. per lb. in December. The market price for hind- 
quarters and forequarters of Argentine chilled beef of 
first quality averaged 53d. per lb. in January, 64d. per 
lb. in June and 6d. per lb. in December. Monthly 
averages for Scotch mutton varied between 11d. per 
lb. in January and 154d. per lb. in May, and in De- 
cember the average price was somewhat above 12d. 
per lb. Fluctuations in bacon prices were between 
108s. per ewt. (November) and 138s. per cwt. (April) 
for Wiltshire smoked, 95s. per cwt. (January) and 
120s. (June to first half of September) for Irish green, 
73s. 6d. per cewt. (March) and 94s. per cwt. (Septem- 
ber and October) for American green, and between 87s. 
per ewt. (February) and 119s. per cwt. (middle of July 
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to middle of September) for Danish green. For eggs 
the seasonal variations were between lls. 6d. and 
26s. 104d. per 120 in the case of Irish and between 
12s. 6d. and 26s. per 120 in the case of Danish. 
Among miscellaneous foods higher prices were quoted 
in 1928 than in 1927 for butter and cheese, while for 
sugar, tea, coffee and cocoa lower prices were charged 
in the later year. At the end of April sugar prices 
were reduced by 2s. 4d. per cwt., this being equivalent 
to the reduction in the duty. Further reductions were 
made during the year, and Tate’s cubes were 5s. per 
cwt. cheaper in December than at the beginning of 


January. 


Reductions were effected during 1928 in quotations 
for four of the five descriptions of pig iron included in 
the calculation. Comparing prices at the end of the 
year with those at the end of 1927, hematite, West 
Coast (mixed numbers), fell by 7s. to £4 2s. 6d. per 
ton, Derby, Leicester and Notts. (No. 3 foundry) by 
4s. to £3 per ton, Northamptonshire (No. 3 foundry) 
by 8s. 6d. to £2 15s. per ton, and Scottish (No. 3 
foundry) by 1s. to £5 10s. per ton. In the case of the 
fifth of the quoted varieties (Cleveland No, 3 foundry) 
there was a rise of 1s, to £3 6s. per ton. Wrought-iron 
hoops and marked iron bars (Staffs.) fell by £1 per ton 
to £11 10s. and £12 respectively, and fiat bars, 8 in. 
and up, by lds. per ton to £8 7s. 6d., the change 
remaining in effect from April or May to the close of 
the year. In February steel angles and ship plates, 
2 in. and up, rose by 5s. per ton, the former to 
£7 17s. 6d. and the latter to £8 7s. 6d. Other increases 
in steel prices were: —Soft billets, from £6 to £6 5s. 
per ton in October; tinplate and sheet bars from 
£5 12s. 6d. to £6 per ton in June, and heavy rails from 
£8 2s. 6d. to £8 10s. per ton in June. Quotations for 
galvanised corrugated sheets fluctuated between £13 
and £13 10s. per tori, the latter price being in effect 
from the middle of July to the middle of November, 
when there was a reduction of 2s. 6d. per ton. 


The indices for the ten descriptions of coal for which 
prices are included in the calculation show a fall from 
the early part of 1928 to August of about 5 per cent., 
the figure for December being the same as for January, 
and indicating an average price reduction of somewhat 
over 80 per cent. compared with the average for 1924. 
By a gradual movement commencing in May the price 
of electrolytic copper rose from £66 10s. to £74 15s. 
per ton, and the prices of copper tubes and wire and of 
brass sheets were increased. Quotations for lead, tin 
and zine (ordinary spelter) were in general lower than 
in 1927. 


The recovery in prices for raw cotton in the second 
half of 1927 was continued, and the highest prices of 
1928 were reached in June and July for American 
(about 124d. per lb.) and in May and June for 
Egyptian (nearly 22d. per lb.). At the end of January 
and early in February American cotton (middling) was 
at less than 10d. per lb. for spot transactions, and 
Egyptian (Sakellaridis) was under 17d. per lb. In De- 
cember the American quality was mostly between 
104d. and 103d. per lb., and the Egyptian about 194d., 
or somewhat less, per lb. Prices for cotton yarns and 
cloth rose during the first half of the year and fell 


later. 


The rise in wool prices, which commenced in July, 
1927, was continued until April, 1928, when South- 
down tegs or ewes (56’s and 58's, washed, Bradford) 
reached 294d. per lb., an increase of 8d. since June, 
1927; the lowest price in 1928 was 274d. per lb. in 
October and November. During the same period wool 
tops in oil (merino, 64’s average) rose from 48d. to 
554d. per lb., and at the end of 1928 fell to 464d. per 
lb. Prices of most of the woollen yarns followed a 
similar course. Linen yarns cheapened during the 
second half of the year. Raw jute became dearer 
gradually until August, when first marks were quoted 
at £36 10s. and over per ton, but by the end of the 
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year the quotation was little above the January figure 
of £31 10s. per ton. Hemp prices were falling until 
October, the subsequent rises leaving the price of 
Manila considerably lower at the end ot the year than 
at the beginning, while, in the case of New Zealand 
hemp, the December prices were the highest of the 
year. 


Among miscellaneous industrial materials the most 
notable price movement was in the case of rubber, 
ribbed smoked sheets falling from the January price of 
over 19d. per ib. to less than 9d. per Ib. at the end of 
August and for the remaining portion of the year. 
Hides and skins were much dearer than in 1927, the 
rise of the second half of that year having been con- 
tinued until May of 1928; the highest prices varied 
between 103d. and 113d. per Ib. for the seven kinds 
included, showing increases ranging from 23d. to 34d. 
per lb. during the period mentioned. The fall in 1927 
in the price of chemical wood pulp, sulphite bleached, 
was followed by a rise, and at the end of 1928 the 
c.i.f. quotation was £17 5s. per ton, compared with 
£15 per ton at the beginning of the year. In the case 
of mechanical wood pulp, 50 per cent. moist, the c.i.f. 
quotation remained steady at £3 per ton from Febru- 
ary, when there was an increase of 10s. per ton. 


Taking the average for 1913 as 100, the indices for 
December, 1928, and the averages for the year 1928 
are as follows :—

The December index on the same basis for the ten 
descriptions of coal included with other metals and 
minerals is 119-8, and the average for the year 1928 
is 117-9. 


Comparison of the December averages for the 53 
articles of food with the November averages shows 
17 increases, of which 10 were of less than 5 per cent. 
and 2 were of more than 10 per cent., and 28 de- 
creases, Of which 23 were of less than 5 per cent. and 
only one of more than 10 per cent. The averages for 
the 97 industria] materials show 27 increases, all under 
10 per cent., and 22 of less than 5 per cent., and 19 
decreases, none of which amounted to 5 per cent. 


The comparison of the average prices for December, 
1928, with those for December, 1927, shows that in 65 
cases there was a rise (24 in the food groups) and in 
70 cases a fall (27 in the food groups). Fifty of the 
increases and an equal number of the decreases (16 in 
each case in the food groups) did not exceed 10 per 
cent: The greater number of large decreases than of 
large increases, combined with the occurrence of one 
case of very marked decrease (rubber, with a fall of 
over 56 per cent.), accounts for the magnitude of the 
average reduction (1-5 per cent.) in the general index 
for December, 1928, as compared with that for 
December, 1927.

ECONOMIC SITUATION IN THE TANGIER 
AND SPANISH ZONES. 





I—THE TANGIER ZONE. 

The economic situation of Tangier has been largely 
affected by the unsettled political situation, writes the 
British Consul-General at Tangier. As was foreseen 
a year or two ago, the Zone is now passing through a 
somewhat difficult period financially, but the situation, 
which is by no means critical, is likely to be consider- 
ably relieved by the accession of Italy to the Statute 
and the conclusion of a new Customs agreement with 
the Spanish Zone. 

The Budget for 1927 closed at 29,811,239 francs, 
with a surplus of 5,595,021 frs. Customs duties pro- 
vided 11,284,587 frs., or 38 per cent. of the total 
revenue, as against an estimated yield of 13,400,000 
frs. The Budget for 1928 was balanced at 27,377,000 
frs. (about £220,000), 12,600,000 frs. being estimated 
to accrue from Customs duties. 


FOREIGN TRADE. 

The year 1927 saw a slight decline in Tangier trade. 
This became more marked during 1928, and there 
has been a disquieting decrease in Customs receipts 
during recent months. There are, however, now 
distinct signs of improvement. 

Custom House statistics, which, however, are in 
some ways misleading, show that in 1927 the value of 
imported goods was 17 million frs. less than in the 
previous year, figures for 1927 being 129 million frs., 
as against 146 million frs. in 1926. France supplied 
50 per cent. of the total, and the United States, Spain 
and the United Kingdom approximately 12 per cent. 
each. 

France was the principal loser to the extent of 17 
million frs.,followed by Spain and the United Kingdom 
with decreases of six and one million frs. respectively. 
On the other hand, Holland and the United States 
each increased their trade by two million frs., and 
Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Germany also enlarged 
their transactions. Reduced figures for tobacco and 
for iron and steel, due to special causes, accounted for 
11 ouf of the 17 million frs. decrease. 


IMPORTS, JANUARY-JUNE, 1928. 

The total value of imports during the first six 
months of 1928 were some 44 million frs. less than in 
the corresponding period of 1927 at 64 million frs., as 
against 684 million frs. France and Spain were again 
responsible for 50 per cent. and 12 per cent. respect- 
ively, but Britain’s share, judged by the statistics, 
sank to only 7 per cent., i.e., roughly equal to that of 
Holland and Belgium, who would appear to have 
greatly improved their position, and of the United 
States, which also would seem to have lost consider- 
able ground. 

It is possible, though, that these last figures are 
fictitious, as there is probably a considerable quantity 
of merchandise, shown as being imported from Ger- 
many, Holland or Belgium, which is in reality of 
British origin, the reason being that exporters from 
the United Kingdom are finding it cheaper to send 
their goods via Hamburg, Rotterdam or Antwerp. 


German competition is making itself felt now that 
the ban on German imports has been entirely removed. 
Figures, which in 1926 amounted only to 30,000 frs., 
rose in 1927 to 400,000 frs., and reached 1,000,000 frs. 
for the first six months of 1928 alone. German im- 
ports consist principally of beer, cheap ironmongery, 
cutlery and a small amount of cloth and general mer- 
chandise. German trade is admirably served by 
vessels which maintain a fortnightly service between

Hamburg, Amsterdam, Rotterdam, Antwerp and 
Tangier, and serve directly or indirectly Moroccan 
ports generally. 

Apart from general causes, such as the uncertain 
outcome of the recent Paris negotiations, the decrease 
in Tangier trade may be ascribed largely to the with- 
drawal of soldiers from the Spanish Zone since the 
tiff War, and the measures taken by the Spanish 
authorities to deflect trade from Tangier to Spanish 
Zone ports. Further, a considerable quantity of mer- 
chandise destined for Tangier is now being trans- 
shipped at Tangier for Ceuta and Arzila and brought 
back overland. 

Export TRADE. 


The total value of exports in 1927 was 334 million 
frs., as against 283 million frs. in 1926. France, 
Spain, Italy and Great Britain (including Gibraltar) 
absorbed 12, 9, 7 and 5 million frs.’ worth respectively. 
For the first six months of 1928 the total was over 
18 million frs., an increase of about 700,000 frs. over 
the first half of 1927, and slightly in excess of the total 
value for 1925. France and Spain each took approxi- 
mately a third of this total and Italy and Great Britain 
a ninth. (Details of imports, exports and shipping 
movements at the port are given in appendices to the 
Consul-General’s Report, which may be consulted on 
application to the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, 
Old Queen Street, London, 8.W. 1.) 


TRANSPORT AND SHIPPING. 


A new and improved motor omnibus service, almost 
entirely a British concern, is to be inaugurated in the 
spring. 

The shipping service between Gibraltar and Tangier 
is to be improved. Considerable progress has been 
made with port works and the main breakwater has 
now been constructed to a length of 361 metres. An 
extensive quay for coal and oil fuel supplies is being 
constructed simultaneously, and an agreement has 
been reached with the Port Company for the construc- 
tion of a small inner harbour for lighters, which should 
be completed within 18 months, at a cost of approxi- 
mately 44 million frs. 





IJ.—THE SPANISH ZONE. 


The British Consul at Tetuan reports that the 
Spanish Zone is passing through what appears to be a 
transition period. Pacification is, to all intents and 
purposes, complete, and the whole of the Zone may be 
considered as available to commercial enterprise. 
The native market, formerly restricted by incessant 
warfare, has also been opened up. For the active 
development of the Zone improved communications 
are needed, and this want is being attended to by the 
undertaking of extensive public works. Commercial 
activity, however, is languishing, as during the last two 
years over 40,000 troops have been repatriated. 


The Budget for the current year shows an improved 
financial situation. Receipts from taxation have risen 
to nearly 19 million pesetas, or some 24 million ptas. 
above the previous year. Expenditure has also in- 
creased to close upon 56 million ptas., additional sums 
being allocated to development of colonisation, agricu!- 
ture, education and sanitation. The main item of 
expenditure is still the cost of the Spanish-Moroccan 
(chiefly native) forces, and this charge is largely met 
by a subsidy from the Spanish Government. 


Complete trade statistics are not available for either 
1928 or 1927, but the Consul has been able to forward 
in considerable detail particulars of imports and exports 


during 1926. 
NATURAL RESOURCES. 


The authorities are making special efforts to encour- 
age better systems of agriculture, and also to induce 
European colonists to settle on the land. Tracts have 
been acquired by the authorities, and are offered to 
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colonists on reasonable terms. Extensive marshes 
between Tetuan and Ceuta and in the lower Luccus 
Valley are to be drained and should be suitable for 
intensive agriculture. 

The mineral wealth of the Zone is still a matter of 
conjecture, but earlier reports were probably greatly 
exaggerated. Many prospecting and some exploitation 
licences have been granted, and the restrictions on 
access to the central Riff have been removed. The 
iron mines in the Melilla district show satisfactory 
progress, the output for 1927 being over 700,000 tons. 
It is confidently expected that by 1930 production will 
have reached 1,200,000 tons. 


Pugpiic WorkKs. 


Considerable attention is being given to public works 
and creditable progress has already been made in this 
direction. Hxisting roads are being widened and sur- 
faces improved, and new roads are being constructed. 
The Tangier-Tetuan road has been shortened by some 
eight kilometres. A loan of 82 million ptas. is shortly 
to be issued by the Makhzen to finance the undertak- 
ing of public works. Of this sum 46 million ptas. is to 
be expended on roads. It is also proposed to construct 
a barrage in the lower Muluya Valley with the object 
of irrigating 15,000 hectares of land, and to utilise the 
river for water power. A 200-metre bridge is being 
built over the River Guis. 

Port improvement work has been carried out at Villa 
Sanjurjo (formerly Cala Quemado) and Arzila, and 
some dredging at Laraiche. A considerable number 
of public buildings have been completed during the 
last few months or are in course of construction. 

An extra-ordinary credit of 10 million ptas. has been 
sanctioned by the Spanish Government for the execu- 
tion of certain military works of a permanent nature, 
including a bridge over the River Nekkor. 

Most of the above works will be open to public 
tender. British firms should have opportunities for 
tendering for these contracts. 


CEUTA AND MELILLA. 


Ceuta and Melilla, though Crown territories of 
Spain, are likely to continue to be the effective ports 
of the Zone. Both are suffering from the rapid repat- 
riation of Spanish troops, and their prosperity is be- 
coming increasingly dependent upon that of the 
neighbouring Zone. 

Melilla is at present undergoing an acute commer- 
cial crisis, and energetic measures are being suggested 
to provide temporary relief. These include various 
public works and a port improvement scheme to cost 
32 million ptas. and provide work for ten years. 
Ceuta is weathering the crisis with more success. The 
port already offers good facilities for shipping, and is 
competing successfully with Tangier for some of the 
trade of the Spanish Zone. A new mole, completed 
last May, is 459 metres long by 60 metres wide, and 
has 13 metres depth of water on both sides. 





URUGUAY. 





TRADE CONDITIONS AND PROSPECTS. 


There have been no outstanding political events and 
no labour disturbances during the past year, writes 
the British Vice-Consul at Montevideo in a *Report 
on the situation as affecting trade in the Republic of 
Uruguay. As political conditions in South American 
countries affect commerce and finance to a degree 
unknown in Europe, the past year has, therefore, been 
a period of calm. Unfortunately, the promise of pro- 
sperity was not realised, owing to certain proposed

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social legislation, but the general condition of the 
country is better to-day than it has been for several 
years and cattle values have increased and wool crops 
have been large and remunerative, 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 


The financial situation of the country is satisfactory, 
and Uruguay alone among South American countries 
has not sought any forzign loans during the last two 
years. It has been estimated by the Contaduria-General 
that the financial year 1927-28 would close with a 
Budget surplus of 1,857,721 pesos. There was, how- 
ever, a carry-over from the previous financial year of 
2,126,533 pesos. The revenue for 1927-28 is estimated 
at 55,616,351 pesos, and expenditure at 56,385,162 
pesos, so that, but for the carry-forward from 1926-27, 
there would be a deficit of 768,811 pesos. The public 
debt on 30th June last was approximately 215,302,306 
pesos, or 122 pesos per head of the population, which, 
on 83lst December, 1927, was 1,762,450. 

The course of the Uruguayan exchange was normal 
throughout the twelve months under review, with small 
variations due to the ordinary market fluctuations, as, 
for instance, the marketing of the wool crop from 
November to April. 


ForREIGN TRADE, 


Under the influence of the proposed social legisla- 
tion, such as the Pension Law for limited liability 
companies, the Minimum Wage project, etc., and the 
constant changes in the Tariff, business, on the whole, 
has not expanded normally. In pursuit of the Gov- 
ernment policy for the protection of the national indus- 
tries, and as a source of revenue, a number of amend- 
ments were made in the Customs Tariff during the first 
ten months of 1928, which affected, among other 
goods, drapery, tapestry, haberdashery, timber, food- 
stuffs, leather goods, motor cars and accessories, elec- 
trical goods, general stores, fresh fruit, glass, pharma- 
ceutical preparations, jewellery, silver plate and metal 
ware.

During 1927 Uruguay imported from the United 
Kingdom materials to the value of 12,369,614 pesos 
(plus duties), or 15-11 per cent. of the total imports. 
The United Kingdom bought from Uruguay to the 
extent of 19,469,948 pesos (duty free), or 20-19 per 
cent. of the total exports. 
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The United States exported to Uruguay to the value 
of 24,894,245 dollars, or 30:39 per cent. (plus duties), 
and bought from Uruguay 7,480,998 dols., or 7:16 per 
cent. (plus duties). After the United States and the 
United Kingdom, Germany, France and Argentina are 
Uruguay’s best customers. 


The importation into Uruguay during 1927 of motor 
cars, omnibuses, etc., was valued at 3,930,316 pesos, 
that of chassis at 455,120 pesos, of motor spirit 
6,087,064 pesos, oil 912,955 pesos, and tyres 1,070,074 
pesos, the total of 12,454,511 pesos representing 
almost one-seventh of the value of total imports during 
the year, 

In the first six months of 1928 imports of mer- 
chandise from the United Kingdom formed 15-79 per 
cent. of the total, and from the United States 28-55 per 
cent. Exports from Uruguay to the United Kingdom 
were 24:81 per cent., and to the United States 8-59 per 
cent, of the total exports. 


The bulk of imports from the United Kingdom con- 
sisted of railway materials, coal, etc., the principal 
imports from the United States being motor cars, 
pianos, gramophones, etc. 


Imports OF MACHINERY, IRON AND STEEL, ETC. 


There has been a slight increase in the importation 
of agricultural machinery, accessories and implements. 
The United States and Canada have had the greater 
share of the trade, but United Kingdom manufacturers 
have slightly increased their exports of implements, 
chiefly spades. German manufacturers have given 
their attention to lighter implements. In view of the 
greater interest that is being displayed by farmers in 
dairy produce, it is considered that British manufac- 
turers may find a good but limited market for dairy 
implements and machinery. 


For iron and steel bars and metals for building and 
road-making requirements Belgium and Germany still 
continue to hold the market. British manufacturers 
hold approximately 30 per cent. of the importation of 
plain and galvanised sheet iron, the balance being 
about equally divided between Belgium, Germany and 
the United States. 

Corrugated ungalvanised and galvanised iron sheets 
still meet with ready demand, and Great Britain 
secures about 70 per cent. of the trade, but the United 
States have done their utmost to cut in with these, and 
have also done a good trade in tinplate, chiefly owing 
to low quotations. 

Baling and fencing wire has been in greater request 
by farmers, and it is expected that sales will increase 
during the next season. 

In wrought-iron tubes and fittings and malleable 
fittings British manufacturers have enjoyed a fair 
share of the trade. American and German makers of 
cheap machine tools have had the greater share of that 
trade, and at present all local stores are well stocked. 


Motor VEHICLES IN MONTEVIDEO. 


The motor-car industry continues to flourish and 
local plants have reached the forecast of their expecta- 
tions of business, while imported cars have enjoyed 
good sales. Taking registrations for Montevideo only 
as at 81st December, 1927, the total number of private 
cars in use was 12,086. New trucks and omnibuses 
registered gave a total of 3,745, while the number of 
such vehicles in use at the date given, excluding new 
registrations during 1927, was 3,421. A leading British 
company has established an agency in Montevideo for 
motor cars, etc. 

There is no market in Uruguay for steam wagons. 
Motor cycle sales have been negligible, but bicycles 
have sold well. Tyres and inner tubes for all types 
have had good business throughout the period under 
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SPECIAL ARTICLES—Continued. 





Better Roaps. 


The improvement of roads has greatly assisted the 
sale of private and commercial vehicles. It may be 
estimated that in Uruguay there are approximately 
8,660 kilometres of metalled road outside Montevideo, 
‘The roads in the city are practically all asphalted or 
conerete, the latter being. extensively used in the 
suburbs, while two new roads of approximately 150 
kilometres each from Montevideo to Punta del Este 
and to Colonia are proposed or under construction. 
Foreign petroleum companies have lost no time in 
establishing their pumping stations to meet the 
requirements of motorists. 


SHIPPING AND RAILWAYS. 


The total number of vessels entering the Port of 
Montevideo during the first nine months of 1928 was 
1,011, of which no less than 888 were British. Second 
place was taken by German vessels, 128, followed by 
French 94, United States 87, and Norwegian 73. 
Clearances totalled 829 vessels, of which 820 were 
British, 87 German, 66 United States, 62 Dutch, 60 
French and 57 Italian. 

Direct steamship service between Canada and 
Montevideo was inaugurated in June last, and it is 
understood that the intention is to maintain a four- 
weekly service from Quebec and Montreal during the 
summer season and from St. John’s, Halifax, during 
the winter months. 

The railways, both British and Uruguayan, appear 
to have had a successful year, though in some cases 
freights have had to be reduced to meet motor lorry 
competition.

The High Commissioner for Canada in London has 
been officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 20th and 26th December, 31,600 barrels and 
17,200 boxes of Canadian apples were shipped to 
United Kingdom ports. ' 








SOUTH AFRICAN TRADE IN DECEMBER. 


The Standard Bank of South Africa, Limited, an- 
nounce that the following information has_ been 
received by cable from their Pretoria office: — 

The Department of Customs estimates the total 
imports through all Union ports for the month of 
December at £6,696,096, as against £6,192,121 audited 
in the corresponding month of 1927, and exports (ex- 
cluding gold and diamonds) at £5,057,437, as against 
£5,716,732 audited in December, 1927. The value of 
gold and specie exported was £3,047,306, as compared 
with £4,013,748. 





SOUTH AFRICAN PRODUCE SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for the Union of South 
Africa in London has been advised by cable from the 
Department of Agriculture, Pretoria, that, during the 
two weeks ended 29th December, the following quanti- 
ties of South African produce were shipped to United 
Kingdom ports:—Wool, scoured, bales, 1,142, grease, 
bales, 41,205; mohair, bales, 402; hides, wet, bales, 
2,009, dry, bales, 1,894; sheepskins, bales, 692; goat- 
skins, bales, 190; calfskins, bales, 40; wattle, bark, 
tons, 819; wattle extract, lbs., 295,864; eggs, cases, 
3,963; tobacco leaf, bales, 2,601, cases, 274; tobacco, 
bales, 500; sugar, tons, 4,951; cotton lint, bales, 604; 
maizemeal, bags, 6,092; chop, bags, 5,886; lucerne 
meal, bags, 4,211; grit, bags, 4,324; Kaffir corn, bags, 
109; plums, boxes, 54,291; peaches, boxes, 46,884; 
apricots, boxes, 1,036; mangoes, boxes, 147; litchies, 
boxes, 72; nectarines, boxes, 36; and pears, boxes, 8.

GOLD COAST COCOA EXPORTS. 


The Gold Coast Government Commercial Intelli- 
gence Bureau in London reports that exports of cocoa 
from the Gold Coast Colony during December 
amounted to 41,381 tons, as compared with 29,357 tons 
in November, 1928, and 84,585 tons in December, 
1927. 





INDIAN WEATHER AND CROPS, 


The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops in India 
for the weeks ended on the dates stated: — 


Rainfall.—Calcutta, 7th January: During the week 
ended 6th January there were few or local falls of rain 
in places; elsewhere the weather was dry. 

Crops.—Madras, 29th December: Rainfall was 
moderate in the Carnatic, the Central and Southern 
districts and in the Nilgiri Hills. The condition of 
standing crops generally is fair to good. The outturn 
of paddy in the Circars, parts of the Deccan and the 
Carnatic and of dry crops in parts of the Cirears, the 
Deccan, the Carnatic and Central districts are gene- 
rally fair to normal.—Bihar and Orissa, 31st Decem- 
ber: There was lighi rain in Champaran, Muzaffarpur 
and Darbhanga; no rain fell elsewhere. Standing rabi 
crops are doing well.—Punjab, 3lst December: Nain- 
fall was general, except in Hissar, Gurgaon and 
Multan, and, on the whole, beneficial to crops. The 
condition of irrigated standing crops is generally good 
and of unirrigated crops is average.—Central Pro- 
vinces, 81st December: The weather was cool and 
occasionally cloudy. Linseed has been somewhat 
damaged by insect pests in Damoh, and drug, linseed 
and lac by cloudy weather in Nagpur; otherwise rabi 
crops are thriving satisfactorily. In the Feudatory 
States the condition of rabi crops is good.—Bengal,. 
2nd January: The weather was dry. The condition 
and prospects of standing crops are generally fair.— 
Assam, 7th January: The weather generally was 
seasonable and favourable for the cultivation and 
growth of crops. 











METRIC SYSTEM IN ESTONIA. 


The Estonian Legation in London reports that, as 
provided by the Law published in the State 
‘* Gazette ’’ (Riigi Teataja) of 4th May, 1926 (No. 40), 
the metric system became operative in Estonia on Ist 
January, 1929, for weight and measurement. 





UNITED STATES TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


Trade and industry are more active than a year 
ago and the commercial situation is considered sound, 
states a cable received by the London office of the 
Guaranty Trust Company of New York. Sales of life 
insurance during the first eleven months of 1928 were 
5 per cent. above those of January-November, 1927, 
the increase being general throughout the country. 

The Department of Agriculture estimated the 1928 
value of agricultural products at 8,456,052,000 dollars, 
as against 8,522,563,000 dols. in 1927 and 
7,793,480,000 dols. in 1926. The 1928 acreage and 
yields were above the preceding year, but prices were 
lower. 

The steel output in 1928 is estimated to have been 
over 50 million tons; the previous record was 
46,936,000 tons in 1926. 

Commercial failures in the week before last were 
859, as against 423 in the corresponding week of 1927. 
Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended 29th December was 97:2, 
against 96-8 a fortnight before.

THE EMPIRE MARKETING BOARD. 
DEMAND FOR INCREASED SPACE, 


Supported this year by four additional Dominions 
and Colonies, the Empire Marketing Board can now 
fairly claim that the display it is organising for the 
British Industries Fair will be representative of the 
resources of practically the whole of the British 
Empire. The biggest individual newcomer is, of 
course, the Dominion of Canada, which last year 
decided to co-operate in all the exhibitions in which 
the Empire Marketing Board takes part. Among the 
others are Malava and Mauritius. 

The British Industries Fair is recognised by all the 
Dominions and Colonies associated with the Empire 
Marketing Board’s work, as the most valuable of the 
exhibitions in which it takes part, and this year the 
demand for space has been greater than ever. In fact, 
had it been possible to obtain more space in the Fair, 
the Empire Marketing Board could easily have 
disposed of it. 

The attraction of the Fair from the point of view of 
Dominions and Colonies is that there, more than any- 
where else, they are brought into touch with the busi- 
ness men of the world, and that they are able to secure 
definite orders from it, which have appreciable effects 
in stimulating their own production, and so in extend- 
ing the trade of the Empire. 


IMPERIAI, PARTICIPANTS, 


This year, as well as the Home Country and 
Northern Jreland, Canada, Australia, New Zealand, 
South Africa, India, the East African Dependencies, 
the Irish Free State, Southern Rhodesia, British 
Guiana, Cyprus, the Gold Coast, the Malay States, the 
British West Indies, Mauritius and Sierra Leone will 
also take part. 

The Home Country will be represented by an 
exhibit, organised by the Ministry of Agriculture in 
conjunction with the National Farmers’ Union, the 
National Food Canning Council and a number of other 
official or semi-official bodies connected with the agri- 
cultural industry. The most important items in the 
Home Section will be eggs, apples and pears, graded 
and packed in accordance with the Regulations pre- 
scribed under the new National Mark Scheme, which 
was initiated by the Ministry for the benefit of pro- 
ducers and of the wholesale and retail trades, 


DoMINION DISPLAYS. 


Canada will display food products and, in addition 
to the exhibit in the Empire Marketing Board Section, 
the Canadian Government has taken 11,000 square feet 
of space in another part of the White City for a display 
of Canadian manufactures, the biggest Canada has 
organised here since the days of Wembley, 

Australia will appear this year with a gay array of 
bottles and tins. The bottles contain sauces and

chutneys, the tins peaches, pears and apricots. In 
addition, there will be on view dried fruits, butter, 
honey and a selection of wines. 

New Zealand is making a special point of her tinned 
sheep-tongues. These have already a considerable 
name on the market, but in the past they have not 
been available in very large quantities. The difficulty 
of supply has now been overcome. There will also be 
an attractive display of butter, cheese and honey, for 
New Zealand now supplies over a quarter of the honey 
imported annually by Great Britain. 

South Africa is concentrating on her deciduous 
fruits, such as peaches, plums, apricots, pears, grapes, 
all of which are now available in large quantities 
throughout the year. 


SoME COLONIAL EXHIBITS. 


Among the Colonies the Gold Coast will again exhibit 
its cocoa products, palm oil, sisal and cotton, but this 
year, in addition, it is making a special feature of its 
manufactured articles of furniture from some of those 
timbers which have not yet found a market in this 
country. 

In the West Indies group Barbados, Trinidad and 
Tobago, Grenada and St. Vincent will be represented, 
St. Vincent concentrating on arrowroot and showing 
cakes and biscuits made from it, while Trinidad will 
have on view a high-grade syrup made by a new pro- 
cess, which renders it uncrystallisable and unferment- 
able. 

East Africa will make a special display of big game 
trophies, in addition to the usual exhibits of the pro- 
ducts of the country, and there is also to be a more 
extensive range of Nyasaland and Northern Rhodesian 
tobaccos and cigarettes. Sample packets of Kenya 
coffees, Nyasaland teas and Rhodesian tobaccos and 
cigarettes are to be on sale. 

Cyprus will exhibit cereals, fruit, oils, brandy and 
tobacco. A strong feature is to be made of the tobacco, 
for Cyprus is the only Empire source of leaf of the 
Latakia type, an essential constituent of most smoking 
mixtures. 

Southern Rhodesia, in addition to its display of raw 
products, is laying stress on its tobacco, for the Colony 
produces every kind and grade now imported from 
outside the Empire. 

Altogether, the Empire Marketing Board Section 
promises to be one of greater interest than ever 
before, both to the trade buyer and to the casual 
visitor,

CANADA. 


INDUSTRY AND TRADE IN ALBERTA. 


That Alberta, in common with the other prairie provinces, 
is experiencing a period of unusual prosperity and develop- 
ment is the opinion of H.M. Trade Commissioner in 
Western Canada, who recently conducted an investigation 
of conditions in that province. Damage by frost in August 
last, he states, spoiled what would otherwise have been a 
record of almost perfect conditions for the growth and 
harvesting of the wheat crop of 1928. Not only has the 
grade been reduced, but the volume, at first estimated to 
be within a million or so bushels of last year’s yield of 
approximately 170 million bushels, is now judged by com- 
petent authorities to be about 140 million bushels, None 
the less, most farmers will be able to show a profit on 
the season’s operations, and following on a succession of 
three good crop years the recent harvest has placed the 
majority of farmers in Alberta in a sound financial posi- 
tion. 

The prosperous condition of the country is reflected in 
the much increased volume of both wholesale and retail 
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trade, in activity in building construction, the improved 
position of municipal finances and in many other ways. 
There is probably no more striking outward and visible 
evidence of the satisfactory state of present conditions 
than the large volume of building construction in hand in 
Edmonton and Calgary, as in other prairie cities. In 
Calgary permits issued from lst January to 3lst October, 
1928, numbered 968, of a total value of 5,822,913 dollars, 
as compared with 871 of the value of 2,187,212 dols. in 
1927. Similarly, in Edmonton the value of building 
permits rose from 2,239,350 dols. for the first nine months 
of 1927 to 2,947,850 dols. for the corresponding period of 
1928. 


TRADE CONDITIONS. 


Both the wholesale and the retail trade report business 
during 1928 to have been in excess of that of the previous 
year. Distributors of motor cars and lorries, agricultural 
equipment, hardware and builders’ supplies, found an 
exceptionally strong demand for their goods. Activity has 
been experienced in practically ali lines of business, and 
wholesalers consulted estimate the increase in business over 
1927 at from 15 to 50 per cent., and look to see this rate 
of increase maintained in the immediate future. In the 
agricultural implement and machine trade the most note- 
worthy feature has been the extent of the demand for 
** combines ’’; the sale of these machines is estimated to 
have exceeded those of 1927 by approximately four times. 
Tractors were also sold in larger numbers, and the demand 
for power binders for use with tractors was probably twice 
as great. 

The continued fine weather has resulted in a certain 
slowing up in seasonal business in lines such as coal, 
winter clothing and footwear, but has been of great 
advantage to the building trade, as it has been possible to 
continue construction work when partial or complete cessa- 
tion of activity would normally result. Lines which have 
benefited from the revival in the building trade are 
lumber, with an average increase in business of 55 per 
cent., hardware one of 28 per cent., and electrical equip- 
ment an advance of 30 to 40 per cent.

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FRANCE. 


FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-NOVEMBER, 
1928. 


(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade for the first eleven 
months of 1928 show that the value of imports amounted 
to 48,235 million francs, as compared with 47,672 million 
frs. in the corresponding period of 1927, an increase of 563 
million frs., or 1-2 per cent. The value of exports was 
46,613 million frs., as against 49,849 million frs., a decrease 
of 3,236 million frs., or 64 per cent. 


Imports of foodstuffs fell by 1,492 million frs., but there 
was an increase of 106 million frs. in those of raw mate- 
rials and of 1,949 million frs., or more than 37 per cent. 
in those of manufactured articles. 


Exports of foodstuffs rose by 811 million frs., but there 
was a fall of 3,336 million frs. in those of raw materials 
and of 711 million frs. in manufactured articles. 


In the first eleven months of 1928 there was an adverse 
balance of visible exchanges amounting to 1,622 million 
frs., as against a favourable balance of 2,177 million frs. 
in the corresponding period of 1927. 


As regards weight, imports for the first eleven months 
of 1928 amounted to 44,865,000 tons, as against 45,332,000 
tons in the first eleven months of 1927, a decrease of 
467,000 tons, or about 1 per cent., and exports to 37,818,000 
tons, as against 34,572,000 tons, an increase of 3,246,000 
tons, or nearly 10 per cent. Imports of foodstuffs fell by 
888,000 tons, whereas there was an increase of 106,000 tons 
in those of raw materials and of 314,000 tons in manu- 
factured articles. Exports of foodstuffs rose by 270,000 
tons, of raw materials by 2,965,000 tons, and of manu- 
factured articles by 10,000 tons.

REVISED SysTEM OF COMPILATION. 


According to a statement issued by the Statistical Office 
of the Reich, import figures for November under the new 
system of compilation are complete, but those for export 
do not include certain consignments, although it is hoped 
that the December statistics will prove satisfactory for 
both import and export trade. It is also pointed out that 
the results for November are not easily comparable with 
the figures obtained for the transition month of October, 
and for this reason a comparison is made with the statis- 
tics for September. 


Total imports in November as compared with those in 
September show an increase of some 86 million marks, the 
chief advances being in cotton by 66-1 million marks, wool 
by 3 million marks, flax, jute and hemp by 6-8 million 
marks, and certain foodstuffs and fodders, such as fruit, by 
20 million marks. Compared with November, 1927, imports 
show a reduction. 
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The decrease in exports during November as compared 
with September was largely of a seasonal character. The 
principal reductions were in finished goods, particularly 
textiles, by 45-6 million marks, furs by 4-7 million marks, 
and machinery by 28-5 miilion marks. 


REPARATION DELIVERIES. 

The following were the chief reparation deliveries in 
kind during November :— 

Coal, 19-3 million marks; coke, 7:9; ammonium 
sulphate, 2-1; electrical machines and _ electro-technical 
products, 5:5; ironware and rolling mill products, 5-5;

million marks.

SWITZERLAND. 


FEDERAL RAILWAY BUDGET FOR 1929. 


According to a Report received from H.M. Legation at 
Berne, the Swiss Federal Council has recommended the 
approval of the Budget Report of the Federal Railways 
for 1929. As in previous years, the Federal Railways will 
in 1929 operate 3,042 kilometres of line, including 
100 kilometres belonging to private companies. 


ixpenditure on constructional work during the current 
year is placed at 42,733,900 francs, as against 49,765,700 
frs. for 1928. A further definite step towards the cutting 
down of expenses will thus be made in 1929; it has been 
rendered possible by the completion of the first stage in 
the electrification programme of the railways. The acqui- 
sition of rolling stock on the one hand, and the extension 
and improvement of the line and superstructures on the 
other, account for the bulk of the budget expenditure for 
constructional work, as they will absorb 16-5 million frs. 
and 29-7 million frs. respectively. Further minor items will 
bring the total expenditure to 47,996,900 frs., but this 
total will really be smaller by 5,263,000 frs., representing 
the residue of the sixth (and last) instalment, amounting 
to 10 million frs., of the Federal grant for electrification 
work, after deduction from these 10 million frs. of the 
budgetted outlay on such work for next year. 


In 1929 the Federal Railways intend to place orders 
with local manufacturers for the supply of the following 
rolling stock:—18 electric locomotives for fast trains; 
4 heavy electric locomotives for mountain traffic; 4 elec- 
tric shunting locomotives; 2 electric tractors for shunting 
purposes; 80 bogie passenger coaches; and 20 goods vans. 


The equipment of passenger coaches and luggage vans 
with electric heating installations will involve an outlay 
of 700,000 frs., and a similar sum has been earmarked for 
the equipment of goods vans with the ‘‘ Drolshammer ”’ 
automatic compressed air brake, the introduction of which 
in goods traffic has now been decided by the Federal Rail- 
ways. The final expenditure on this last item will amount 
to about 15 million frs., but it is proposed to spread it 
over a number of years. With the adoption of an auto- 
matic air brake for goods trains the Federal Railways hope 
not only to effect a considerable saving on the wage hill 
for brakemen on goods trains, but also to be able to accele- 
rate goods traffic to a considerable extent. At the end of 
1929 the Federal Railways will own 999 locomotives, in- 
cluding 552 steam, 7 three-phase, 423 single-phase and 
motor coaches, and 17 other vehicles. Only 4 single-phase 
locomotives will be delivered to the Federal Railways next 
year, as the rolling stock ordered in 1929 will be ready for 
delivery only in 1930 and 1931. Fifty steam locomotives, 
50 passenger coaches and 520 goods trucks will be discarded 
within the next twelve months. 


ELECTRIFICATION SCHEMES. 


Electrification work will absorb 4,737,000 frs., this 
amount being made up of a large number of small items 
connected with the completion of existing installations for 
electric traction. The lines from Sargans to Coire and 
from Winterthur to Rorschach, via Romanshorn, were 
opened to electric traction in May, 1928, and the line from 
Oerlikon to Schaffhausen was expected to be ready 
for electric traction at the end of 1928, thus com- 
pleting the first stage in the electrification of the 
Federal Railway system. The Federal Railways think 
it desirable to wait a few years before proceed- 
ing with the second stage, which will involve the 
electrification of 420 kilometres of line, at the rate of 
about 60 kilometres per annum. In 1929 it is proposed to 
replace the three-phase system of electric traction in use 
in the Simplon Tunnel by the single-phase system, an 
amount of 750,000 frs. figuring in the Federal Railways 
budget for 1929 against this item, to which a further 
490,000 frs. should be added for the transformation of the 
power station at Massaboden, near Brigue (Valais). Simi- 
lar work will be carried out in respect of the Seethal line 
between Emmenbriicke (Lucerne) and Wildegg (Aargau), 
and Beinwil and Muenster (Aargau), the tension of the 
contact line being increased from 5,500 volts to 15,000 
volts single-phase, at a total cost of 14 million frs., of 
which 502,000 frs. will be spent in 1929,

Chur and Schaffhausen will involve an outlay of 9,794,500 
frs. This work was taken in hand some time ago in every 
case and is not likely to be completed for a considerable 
time. A second track will be laid next year in various 
sections of the Federal Railway system, at a total cost of 
4,303,000 frs. Several level crossings on arterial roads are 
to be replaced by subways or by overhead road bridges. 


In 1929 the Federal Railways expect to be able to meet 
all their financiai engagements from current revenue, and 
thus avoid the necessity of issuing fresh loans,

SHIPPING AT GUAYAQUIL. 


The British Chargé d’Affaires at Quito in the course of 
his Report on Economic and Financial Conditions in 
Ecuador (H.M. Stationery Office, price ls. net, 1s. 1d. post 
free) states that during 1927 there entered in the foreign 
trade of the port of Guayaquil 424 ships of all nationalities 
with a net tonnage of 1,029,095, of which 58 were British 
with a net tonnage of 143,667. During the same period 
417 ships cleared with a net tonnage of 998,120, of which 
58 were British with a net tonnage of 139,982. 


During the first half of last year, 215 ships entered 
Guayaquil with a net tonnage of 511,374, and 205 ships 
cleared with a net tonnage of 478,003.

BILL FOR PROVISIONAL COLLECTION OF

Its object is to provide that when a 
Bill has been introduced to amend existing import duties, 
increases of existing rates shall become provisionally opera- 
tive from the date of the introduction of the Bill by issue 
of an Order by the Governor in Council, but where de- 
creases of existing rates are contemplated the existing rates 
would continue. Such an Order would cease to have effect 
on the rejection of the relevant Bill by the Legislative 
Council the withdrawal of the Bill, or its enact- 
ment as an Ordinance. Any excess duty paid during 
the operation of such an Order would, on its cessation, be 








repaid to the person who paid it.

BELGIUM. 


MODIFICATIONS OF SALES TAX AND 
LUXURY TAX. 


The ‘‘ Moniteur Belge ’’ for 21st December contains a 
series of Decrees, all effective on Ist January, which make 
various modifications in the Belgian sales tax and luxury 
tax. The more important of these alterations are referred 
to below. 


Sates Tax. 


The single ‘‘ commuted ”’ tax (to cover all transactions) 
is reduced from 4 to 3 per cent. in respect of various 
cereals, fodder, hay, etc., root crops, sugar beet, hops, and 
tobacco*; chemical fertilisers and animal manures, also 
oileakes and wastes or refuse from milling, brewing, malt- 
ing, distilling, sugar refining or other industries, suitable 
for feeding animals or for manuring the soil; flour and 
meal of barley, oats, buckwheat and maize; chicory roots

Luxury Tax. 


The rate on goods included in Schedule A (i.e., those on ! 


which the tax is collected on sale to the consumer) is fixed 
at 6 per cent. in all cases. This involves a reduction of tax 
from 10 to 6 per cent. on many goods, including curios, 
antiques, etc., firearms and ammunition, some furs, some 
watches and clocks, eye glasses, opera glasses, etc., some 
jewellery and imitation jewellery, paintings, sculptures and 
other works of art, motor cars, motor cycles, yachts, etc., 
some tyres, some children’s carriages, and stained-glass 
windows. In those cases in which Luxury Tax is only 
levied when the articles exceed fixed minimum prices, the 
minimum prices have been raised generally by 25 per 
cent. 


As regards Schedule B (goods which pay tax on import 
or production) the rate of tax has been reduced from 10 
to 6 per cent. in respect of sweetened biscuits, etc., the 
finer kinds of chocolate, preserved fruits, and confectionery. 
Certain umbrellas and parasols are removed from the list 
of goods subject to the tax, and certain kinds of gymnastic 
apparatus are exempted from payment of the Luxury Tax 
(on toys and sports goods). 


Fine wallpaper, lincrusta, etc., natural flowers (cut or 
growing), and photographic apparatus have been trans- 
ferred from Schedule A to Schedule B (without changing 
the rate of tax), so that they now pay tax on import or 
production instead of on sale to the consumer. 


Payment of the Luxury Tax (on import) is to involve 
the exemption of subsequent transactions from the Sales 
Tax in the case of foodstuffs and perfume, etc., soaps in- 
cluded in Sections I. and XXI. of Schedule B. 





DENMARK. 


STAMP TAX ON TOBACCO, 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Copen- 
hagen reports that the Bill to modify the stamp tax on pipe 
tobacco, cigarettes and cigarette papers, particulars of 
which were published in the ‘‘ Journal ”’ of 27th December, 
1928 (page 824), has now been passed into Law. 





FRANCE. 


DUTY-FREE IMPORT OF CERTAIN MATERIAL 
FROM GERMANY. 


Under Article 3 of the Law of 24th March, 1928, *‘ to 
facilitate the carrying out of large works of public import- 
ance by means of reparations in kind to be furnished by 
Germany under the Treaty of Peace,’’ a French Presiden- 
tial Decree, dated 23rd December, has been issued (in the 
‘‘ Journal Officiel ’’ of 29th December) to provide for the 
duty-free admission, under certain conditions, of material 
imported from Germany by port authorities or Chambers 
of Commerce, under reparation-in-kind contracts approved 
by the Ministry of Commerce, for the development of the 
public plant of navigable waterways or maritime ports. 








* The “commuted” tax is no longer levied when these 
products are exported. 
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FRANCE. 


TARIFF TREATMENT OF PRESERVED PINE- 
APPLES. 


According to a recent issue of the ‘‘ Annales des 
Douanes,’’ preserved pineapples containing not more than 
20 per cent. of sugar are now allowed to be classed in the 
French Customs Tariff as ‘‘ fruits preserved aw naturel, 
without sugar or syrup ’’ (ex Tariff No, 86), i.e., they are 
not subject to payment of the sugar consumption tax. 
Formerly, only preserved pineapples containing up to 
10 per cent. of sugar were allowed to enter as ‘‘ without 
sugar or syrup.” 

The sugar content is to be determined by comparing the 
total net weight (juice and fruits) with the quantity of 
sugar (saccharose and invert sugar) shown by analysis. 


BUDGET LAW FOR 1929. 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’? for 3lst December con- 
tains the text of the French Budget Law for 1929, dated 
30th December. Some of the provisions of this measure 
affecting import and export trade are referred to below :— 


Taz on Imported Wool and Sheepskins. Art. 45 provides 
for the imposition of this tax in accordance with the 
proposals of which particulars were given in_ the 
‘ Journal ’’ of 8th November (page 595). The tax is to 
be leviable (for a period of ten years) at the rate of 10 cts. 
per 100 francs (4, per cent. ad valorem) on imports of raw 
sheepskins, green or dried, and of sheep’s wool, in the mass 
or on the skin, not dyed. 

Internal Taxes on Mineral Oils. Art. 36 increases the 
internal taxes on certain mineral oils by 10 francs per 
hectolitre, thus making the new rates as follows :— 

Petroleum and other spirit, pure or mixed—28 frs. per 
hectol. 

Benzols, benzenes, toluenes and coal spirit, pure or 
mixed (except those used in making colouring 
materials and chemical products)—55 frs. per hectol. 

Turnover Tax. Art. 31 provides that turnover tax is 
to be imposed on flour, semolina and products from the 
milling of cereals only in respect of operations effected by 
certain millers and flour merchants and of imports to any 
other persons than millers and flour dealers. When 
leviable, the tax is to be at the ordinary rate of 2 per 


cent, 





GREECE. 


CUSTOMS DUTIES ON CERTAIN MIRRORS. 


H.M. Representative at Athens has forwarded particu- 
lars of a Decree, dated 23rd November and published in 
the Greek ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ on Ist December, which adds 
the following new sections to the Greek Customs Traiff so 
as to provide for the classification of unframed portable 
mirrors, V1Z.:— 

Tariff No. 158(c).—Portable mirrors, bevelled or not, 
without frames, with a perimeter of up to 50 cm.—120 gold 
dr. per 100 kilogs. (‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff). 

Tariff No. 158(d).—Other unframed portable mirrors— 
Dutiable under Tariff No. 157, i.e., as mirrors for rooms 
and saloons—duties (‘‘ Minimum ”’ Tariff) 160 gold dr. or 
more per 100 kilogs., according to size. 





ITALY. 


EXPORT OF RICE AND CITRUS FRUITS 
(GRADING). 


A Decree Law of 8th January, 1928, provided for the 
grading and marking of cleaned rice exported from Italy, 
the various kinds and qualities of rice, and the name to 
be applied to each, being defined in a Schedule annexed 
to the Decree. This Schedule has been again revised by 
a Ministerial Decree, dated 12th December and published 
in the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ (Rome) for 20th December. 

The regulations regarding the selection, packing and 
marking of citrus fruits (lemons, oranges and mandarins) 
for export, have also recently been revised by Ministerial 
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Decrees, dated Ist, 5th, 10th and 22nd December, pub- 
lished in the issues of the ‘‘ Gazzetta Ufficiale ’’ for the 
19th, 20th and 24th December.

MADEIRA AND AZORES. 


DUTY-FREE ADMISSION OF CERTAIN COTTON 
YARN AND LINEN TISSUES. 


The ‘‘ Diario do Governo”’ (Lisbon) for 28th December 
contains a Decree (No. 16305) of the same date, which 
provides that twisted cotton yarn (unbleached, creamed, 
bleached, dyed or printed) (Tariff Nos. 364-G6B), und 
damask and table linen and linen fabrics, not specially 
mentioned in the Portuguese Tariff, unbleached, bleached 
and dyed (Tariff Nos. 406, 412, 412A and 413) may be 
imported into Madeira and the Azores free of Customs 
duty. Such yarn and tissues are also exempted from all 
local imposts, and from export taxes when exported in an 
embroidered state. 

When such yarns and tissues are imported into Portugal 
from Madeira and the Azores they will be subject to 
*‘ Maximum ”’ Tariff duties. Embroidered tissues and 
wares thereof imported into Portugal from the Islands will 
be subject to ‘‘ Minimum ’’ Tariff duties. 





MEXICO, 


ENFORCEMENT OF NEW CUSTOMS LAW 
POSTPONED, 


H.M. Representative at Mexico City reports, by tele- 
graph, that, in virtue of a Decree dated 29th December, 
the enforcement of the new Mexican Customs Law, which 
was to have come into operation on lst January, has been 
postponed indefinitely, the reason given being that, in 
addition to the abolition of Consular invoices and the sub- 
stitution therefor of commercial invoices, it is now the 
intention of the Mexican Government to abolish the collec- 
tion of the 10 per cent. Consular invoice fee in the country 
of origin. This, however, cannot be done until the revision 
of the Customs tariff, at present in progress, is completed. 





PANAMA. 


TARIFF MODIFICATIONS (BOOKS AND SOAP). 


H.M. Representative at Panama has forwarded transla- 
tion of a Law (No. 28 of 1928), dated 31st October and 
effective on 30th November, which provides that books and 
magazines (revistas) may be imported into Panama duty 
free, and increases the import duty on common soap (in 
bars, powder or in any other form) from 5 to 7} cents per 


kilog. 





ROUMANIA. 


EXPORT DUTY ON EGGS. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, in 
virtue of a Decree dated 13th December, in force 17th 
December, the tax on eggs exported from Roumania has 
now been fixed at 50 lei per 100, to apply uniformly for the 
whole of the year. The tax is to be collected in sterling 
currency at the equivalent of one shilling and threepence 


per 100 eggs. 





IMPORTATION OF WIRELESS APPARATUS. 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, accord- 
ing to a Customs Circular dated 14th December, wireless 
apparatus and accessories may be imported into Roumania 
without any permit from the Roumanian Postal authori- 


ties. 
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SAN SALVADOR. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded 
particulars of recent Decrees making certain modifications 
in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. 

The duties on caustic soda, carbonate of soda, liquid 
ammonia (solution), tinfoil, ointments (proprietary 
articles), sponges, and palm, etc. hats are reduced, and 
new Tariff headings are raised for various articles, includ- 
ing naphtha solvent, sheet iron granaries (with their rivets, 
nuts, etc.), and cotton labels for marking clothes (in 
laundries). Information as to the rate of duty applicable 
to any of these goods may be obtained from the Depart-

MATCH MONOPOLY. 


H.M. Representative at Belgrade has forwarded copy 
of the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ for 23rd November, which con- 
tains a Law, dated 22nd November, approving an Agree- 
ment between the Serb-Croat-Slovene Government and the 
Swedish Match Company (Svenska Tandsticks Aktie- 
bolaget), conceding to the latter the exclusive right of the 
sale of matches in the Kingdom in return for a loan of 
22,000,000 dollars (U.S.) at 64 per cent. The matches to 
be sold by the Company must be manufactured in the King- 
dom, except as specially provided in the Agreement. The 
Government agrees to prohibit during the period of the 
Agreement (i.e., 30 years) the importation of matches. 
The Company is, however, in case of need to import 
matches (on payment of the Monopoly Tax only), and is 
allowed to import match sticks in quantities corresponding 
to the quantity of matches exported abroad. The Com- 
pany is further authorised to import (on payment of 
Customs duty) matches of “‘ luxury”? and special types, 
other than the ordinary matches manufactured in the 
Kingdom. The monopoly tax must not exceed 66 paras 
per box of 55-65 matches, and the basic price of matches 
(which may be altered in certain circumstances) is 1 dinar 
per box.

TARIFF BOARD’S REPORT: SEWING THREADS 
AND SEWING COTTONS. 

The Commonwealth Tariff Board have issued a Report, 
dated 1lth July, 1928, on the request submitted by Aus- 
tralian industrial interests for increased duties on sewing 
threads and sewing cottons. The application was referred 
to the Board by the Minister for Trade and Customs in 
October, 1927. 

In their recommendations, the Tariff Board states that 
no evidence was submitted to the Board which would justify 
the imposition of a duty on household threads and cottons, 
other than to provide a margin of preference to the United

Kingdom. In the Board’s opinion, however, it is necessary 
to safeguard the Australian manufacturer from unfair 
evasion of the Tariff by the introduction of manufacturing 
threads under the guise of household. This has been done 
in the past without doubt, although the Board is of opinion 
that the extent of the evasion has not been sufficient to 
very materially affect the local industry. An amendment 
of Item 393(c) of the Tariff is, therefore, recommended as 
shown below. 

As regards cotton threads for manufacturing purposes, 
the Board, considering the earlier encouragement given to 
the Australian industry and the present position, is of the 
opinion that it is worth while trying to save the situation, 
and accordingly recommends that the rates of duty on 
cotton sewing threads for manufacturing purposes be in- 
creased to 45 per cent. ad valorem British Preferential 
Tariff, 55 per cent. Intermediate Tariff, and 60 per cent. 
General Tariff (see below). 

In the case of linen threads for manufacturing purposes, 
the Board states that the Australian industry has failed to 
reach an output of appreciable dimensions. The duty on 
these linen threads has imposed a burden on all industries 
using the thread in manufacture without affording any 
compensating gain. It is therefore recommended that 
these threads should be made free of duty under the 
British Preferential Tariff. As, however, the Australian 
manufacturers have secured a certain amount of trade in 
a few classes of linen thread, the Board hesitates to 
deprive them of the opportunity to extend. It is, there- 
fore, suggested that a deferred duty be provided in the 
Tariff for linen threads for manufacturing purposes, the 
rates to be the same as those suggested for cottons, viz., 
45 per cent. ad valorem British Preferential Tariff, 55 per 
cent. Intermediate Tariff and 60 per cent. General Tariff. 

With regard to this deferred duty, the Board recom- 
mends that the deferment should be short-dated, and it 
would be competent then for the Minister, on receipt of 
evidence that the Australian Company had secured, or was 
likely to secure, a reasonable proportion of trade in any 
particular line, to bring the duty into operation on that 
particular line, and to further defer the duty in respect of 
the remainder.

At the same time, the Committee, with members of both 
major parties present, agreed to ask authority of the 
House, in the first Deficiency Appropriation Bill, to hold 
sessions for the formulation of a Bill after the present 
session of Congress expires on 4th March, 1929.
